' tal cost of operating these 
districts during the next 
» year will be $7,704,401. This 
* is an increase of $1,214,339 
over the educational bud- 
© gets of a year ago. 

This figure includes high- 
er salaries for an increased 
number of teachers in an 
increased number of class- 
rooms. 

‘Most people are in accord 
with attractive salaries for 
teachers and for adequate 
classroom facilities. 

A point of discussion, 
however, may be some ex- 
tra-curricular expenses that 
are not essential for main- 
tenance of quality class- 
room results. 

There is a difference be- 
tween what is essential and 
what is ‘nice to have.”’ 

In this difference may be 
many thousands of ‘dollars- 
out of the seven million dol- 
lar budget. School adminis- 
trators, especially, and 
school board members have 
the responsibility of delet- 
ing from the budgets every~ 
thing but the absolute es- 
sentials.

‘Acquisition 
Next Step 


Early stpes are scheduled 
to be taken in the acquisition 
of property for three down- 
town parking lots. 


Upland city councilmen to- 
night are scheduled to pass 
an ordinance creating the 
parking district. First read- 
|ing of this ordinance occured 
at the July 18 meeting of the 
councilmen and usually the 
second reading is a routine 
matter. 

The ordinance becomes ef- 
fective immediately upon its 
passage. Councilmen then 
can authorize the purchase 
of the property on-an option 
or a contract basis. If pro- 
perty- cannot be acquired iy 
this manner, City Attorney 
Henry Busch has the au- 
thority to begin condemna- 
tion proceedings. 

The property, scheduled 
for use as parking lots, was 
appraised by Francis John- 
son, an independent land ap- 
praiser, in June 1956. His 
appraised figures may be 
used as the basis for an of- 
fer to the property owners. 

Property to be purchased 
includes the houses and land 
on the east side of First 
Ave. ‘between the Upland
